‘Phe signatures to this return are in invisi- 
ble iuk; but it is supposed they will become 
lewible enough ina few years. There isa 
seal annexed, representing, on one side, the 
pulling down of the Stamp Office, and on 
the other, the throwing overboard of the tea 
iu Beston harbor. 

The tolowing is a transcript of the judg- 
ment of the Court: 

“This Ligh tribunal having had inspec- 
tion of the said Shedrach, and pereeiving 
itn to be neither wiouse nor morkey, but a 
man, and having ascertained by personal ex- 
wnination and the testimony of witnesses 
that the said’ Shadrach is of full age, and 
neither kot, lunatic ner pauper, but able 
end willing to provide for Limself, and not 
botud to anybody by any contract or com- 
pact voluntarily entered into, itis hereby de- 
creed In conformity with the inalienable 
righis of man, the sole foundation of the 
American Coustitutions, that the said Shad- 
rach isa free denizen of this our Distriet of 
Massachusetts; and let him go hence with- 
out delay, and let uo one hereafter presume 
to molest him.” 

“And the Court doth further order and 
deeree that the said Curtis Riley, and also a 
certain person, worthy brother of the other 
two, known as ‘‘augur-hole Byrnes,” and all 
others ailing and abetting in this outrage, be 
forthwith prosecuted betore the tribunals of 
the Lower Law. 

Aud the Court doth further order and de- 
cree thatthe said Curtis, Riley, Byrnes, and 
all others coneerned in this outrage, be 
heneeforth INFAMOUS, and that they be 
held up to the scorn and contempt of the 
sons of liberty throughout the world, as 
miserable ten doller parasites and piearoons.

“Mr, Amory felt, not less than myself, 
the folly of such a pretence; and I never 
heard irom him, or from any one, avything 
more upon the subject of prosecution. "This 
fact gud the universal gratification which the 
result appeared to give the public, satisfied 
ind that unless by accident, or stealth, 
me very thin settled parts of the

the stairs. A huge negro woman carried 
one of them into Court square in’ her aris. 
The deputy sheriils were the only officers 
present. One of them, Mr. Hageetord, 
dashed in among the rushing mob, but was 
seized by the throat and thrown ouside, una- 

ble to stem the current. Judge Shaw call- 
ed to order, and commanded the rioters. to 
stop, but they pressed on, tll, in the space 
of not more than two minutes not a colored 

person was in court, A carriage was at 

hand in School strect, and the women were 

placed in it, and driven up Senool street, 
down Beacon street, and over the miill-dam,. 
The judge held the sheriff accountable for | 
the return of the slaves, but they were never 

returned.”
